‘‘As change opens up new areas 
of world wide concern, where na­ 
tional 
control 
has 
not y et en­ 
trenched itself. Let us seek the 
max imum 
possible 
international 
status,” Didies said Tuesday night 
in a speech broadcast over a na­ 
tional radio network (N BO . 
He said one of the challenges 
facing this 
country is aseuring 
that the arctic region “is made 
safe for the world.” 
The polar regions “ have sudden­ 
ly 
acq uired 
immense 
signifi­ 
cance,” Dulles said. He addressed 
the World Order Study Conference 
of the National Council of Church­ 
es. 
The arctic routes are being used 
increasingly for travel, 
but 
the 
Soviet government 
“ has 
menac­ 
ingly pointed out (that) these po­ 
lar routes are the shortest routes 
for the passage between the Sovi­ 
et Union and North America of 
powerful instruments 
of death,” 
Dulles declared. 
In a period of change, “ we must 
not ignore the need to change our­ 
selves,” he said. But he warned 
that “nothing could be more dan­ 
gerous than to operate on the the­ 
ory that if hostile and evil forces 
do not readily change, it is al­ 
way s we who must change to ac­ 
comodate them .” 
He said founders of this country 
“felt it their personal mission not 
just to accomodate themselves to 
change . . . but to be themselves 
a force for change.” 
Today , Dulles continued, “ when 
despotism again rides high, our 
society is closely observed. Many 
find us lacking. 
“ In terms of faith, we seem un­ 


able to articulate a basic philoso­ 
phy for our times which carries 
deep conviction 
and strong 
ap­ 
peal. 
“In terms of works, we seem 
to be treating freedom as an op­ 
portunity for moral license and 
our productive power often seems 
to be dedicated to frivolities rath­ 
er 
than 
fulfilling 
vital 
human 
needs. 
“ In some respect, we seem to 
be as materialistic as the commu­ 
nists, but without their supporting 
philosophy and efficiency .”

East Germany dropped a strong 
hint today it ex pects to get con­ 
trol over the Allied air corridors 
leading to isolated West Berlin. 
These would be the Allied garri­ 
sons’

lifelines 
if 
surface 
routes were closed. 
The hint came in the E ast Ber­ 
lin newspaper Neue Zeit. 
It declared the United States, 
Britain and France are violating 
a four-power agreement that the 
air corridors—stretching between 
Berlin and Frankfurt, Hamburg 
and Hanover — would be used 
only for Allied military purposes. 
Pan American, Air France and 
British 
European 
Airway s 
use 
them for regular passenger flight. 
These airlines also carry out the 
thousands of refugees that stream 
into 
West 
Berlin every 
month 
from East Germany . 
Neue Zeit contended the West­ 
ern Big Th» -ee were using the cor­ 
ridors “ for purposes of the cold 
w ar” and the time has come for 
new negotiations on their use. 
This article fits another piece 
into the 
pattern of the Soviet 
bloc's campaign—touched off by 
Prem ier Nikita Khrushchev last 
week—to turn over control of sup­ 
ply lines to the East German Com­ 
munists and force the Allies out 
of Berlin. 
Soviet 
withdrawal 
from 
the 
four-power occupation of the old 
German capital is now considered 
a certainty , although authorities 
here had no idea how soon it 
would come. 
The Western Big Three were al­ 
ready getting set to cope with the 
impending transfer of control over 
surface supply across 110 miles of

that was broken by airlift. 
The Russian action was ex pect­ 
ed* to touch off the most serious 
Berlin 
crisis 
since

blockade. 
The United States, Britain and 
France were reliably reported to 
have prepared steps to take if the 
East Germans begin controlling 
Allied military truck convoy s or 
trains. The East Germans already 


regulate civilian traffic from West 
Germany . 
Western officials declined to say 
what Allied soldiers would do if 
checkpoints now maned by Rus­ 
sians are turned over to repre­ 
sentatives of the East German re­ 
gime which the Allies refuse to 
recognize. 
But ex perts here believe the Al­ 
lies will react with these steps: 
1. 
Formally refuse to accept 
East German controls. 
2. Protest strongly against a 
one-s I d e d 
Russian 
withdrawal 
from the four-power occupation

3. If left no choice, y ield to East 
German controls while making it 
clear that this does not constitute 
recognition of the Communist re­ 
gime. East G e r m a n s maning

An alternative would he for the 
Allies to attem pt an airlift sim ilar 
to the one that broke the Soviet 
blockade in 1949. 
Then, however, the Allies had 
to supply the 2,200,000 peonle of 
West Berlin. With civilian traffic 
not involved this time, an airlift 
would only have to supply the ap­ 
prox imately 10.000 Western troops 
and civilian officials and families 
in West Berlin.

OTTAWA (AP)—A detailed in­ 
dictment of supermarkets was pre­ 
sented today to the Roy al Commis­ 
sion on Price Spreads by a union. 
It said they reap super profits, 
lead the consumer down the prim­ 
rose path of promotion and trim 
the farm er’s share of the food dol­ 
lar. 
A brief submitted by District 8 
of the United Packinghouse Work­ 
ers of America (CLC) said chain 
stores and supermarkets now oc­ 
cupy a decisiv e position in the Ca 
nadian food industry . 
“ A correct understanding of cur 
rent price spreads on food re 
quires a close look at the lev erage 
in the hands of chain stores,” the 
brief stated. 
The 
union 
said 
supermarkets 
now hold the whip hand to such 
an ex tent that farmers often are 
“ passiv e and helpless” in deter­ 
mining sales terms for crops and 
liv estock, and that concentrated 
mass 
buy ing 
of 
meat 
by 
big 
chains, coupled with decline of the 
sm all butcher shop, 
is transfer­ 
ring bargaining power from the 
packer to chain managements. 
Other points made by the union 
were that adv ertising of food was 
passed the “ point of diminishing 
utility ” ; that razzle-dazzle packag­ 
ing and promotion hav e greatly 
widened the price spread; 
that 
consumers are being sy stem atical­ 
ly ov ercharged; and that the su­ 
permarket, 
instead 
of 
widening 
the housewife’s choice, has in fact 
limited it. 
“ Paradox ically , the consumers 
are beset with so many choices 
that,

often,

choice. The housewife frequently 
has no place else to go. . . .for few 
small groceries rem ain.”

Ike Can Stay Inflation 


W her. it comes to a discussion 
of money and gold, the econ­ 
omist thinks in broad terms of 
the relationship of the total econ­ 
omy of one nation to that of an­ 
other and how that relationship 
might affect the flow 
of goods 
and serv ices and the well being 
of peoples. 
The financier cannot concern 
himself with so broad 
a 
view­ 
point. He is concerned with what 
the situation immediately means 
to him as a business operation. 
Money in the United States is 
growing steadies cheaper as a 
characteristic of the 
inflation. 
Money is various things. It is a 
medium of exchange. It is a re- 
ce.pt tor goods and services. It 
is a m e t h o d of transferring 
wealth. It may have intrinsic 
value rf it is supported by value; 
it m ay have no intrinsic value if 
it is merely the product of a 
pnntmg press. 
A government bond is really 
an equivalent of money. It is a 
promise by a government to re­ 
pay a loan with interest, but no 
government issues such bonds 
st.punting what kind of money 
it w .ll use to repay a loan. When 
a government is strong and sta­ 
ble and its currency is secured 
by gold, it can usually borrow 
money at reduced interest rates; 
when a government’s economic 
condition is not too sound, it 
must pay a higher interest rale. 
Such a rate as 4 per cent would 
be too high for the government 
of the United Stat es to pay. If a 
government, in addition to a high 
interest rate, has to pay a dis­ 
count or provide a premium, its 
creirt may be said to be bad. 
Government bonds, therefore, 
are 
a 
better barometer 
than 
s ocks as to the state of the na 
I,cm 
S t o c k s 
are 
hardly 
a 
barometer at all 
The experi 
ences with inflations 
and with 
depressions indicate that very 
false conclusions can be drawn 
from the state of the stock m ar­ 
ket as many people buy stocks 
because they believe that 
they 
are a hedge against 
inflation; 
also, if a war is in sight or an 
enormous budget is prepared for 
defense purposes, some 
finan­ 
ciers believe that whereas infla­ 


tion may become spiral like a 
tornado, their equities may 
re­ 
main stable if they have invested 
in war industries. 
They fail to recognize two fac­ 
tors that the political economist 
can foresee; one. that in the 
event that war should come or 
the economy should go out of 
hand, political controls w o u l d 
have to be established 
which 
would make their plans go awry; 
secondly, that if the money of a 
nation is no good, it does not 
m atter how much of it one has. 
This. then, is the most serious 
problem of the day and the one 
that most closely affects the pol­ 
itics of the next two years. 
President Eisenhower has an 
unusual opportunity. He cannot 
constitutionally run for re elec­ 
tion. He is bounder, to noboty. 
He has fought for his party and 
has lost and is now under no ob­ 
ligations to fight further 
as a 
partisan. 
He can view 
public 
questions f r o m 
the 
broadest 
standpoint of p u b l i c interest 
without giving any consideration 
to his particular supporters 
or 
partisans 
He need 
not 
worry 
abqut any special groups who 
may have helped him emerge to 
the Presidency. He can design 
his 
program 
alone, 
one 
man 
against 
a 
tide of private in­ 
terests. 
If. to save America, controls 
have to In* put on money and its 
movement. I 
believe 
that 
the 
President holds residual powers 
to do as Im* sees fit. 
In a word, as a lame duck 
President, Eisenhower can be­ 
come truly great if he labors 
against the inflation and puts it 
down. If that requires a return 
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to the gold standard, then he can 
find a way to do just that even 
if it means temporarily a ceil- 
ing on wages, prices, taxes, prof­ 
its. interest and everything else 
until a proper adjustment 
has 
been made. 
President Eisenhower now def­ 
initely has the widest freedom of 
action, and in the year. 1&58, he 
need consult no one in his own 
party and o n l y Sam Rayburn 
and Lyndon Johnson among the 
Democrats. 
He can go ahead and save the 
American economy as he went 
ahead and crossed the English 
Channel to invade France. One 
day the American people, 
who 
now find the inflation as salubri­ 
ous as a Miltown, will discover 
the inflation and the damage it 
can do. The 
terminal 
conse­ 
quences of an inflation can lie 
devastating.

I had planned to say that near­ 
ly 4.000.OOO Americans are wear­ 
ing contact lenses as compared 
i with a*> 000 only eight years ago. 
The national congress session* re­ 
vealed that, as of now, there are 
more than 4,000.000 persons using 
contact lenses. 
I had planned to say that only 
about 85 per cent of those who de 
sire to wear these lenses can wear j 
them. Tension, 
nervousness and 
other factors, I wanted to explain J 
rule out the remaining 15 per cent. 
Now, I am informed, the use of 
hypnosis may make it possible for 
almost anyone who wants to wear 
contacts to wear them in comfort. 
Hypnosis has been tested on 18 
persons with “ IOO per cent 
re­ 
sults,” I am advised. 
I had planned to explain that It J 
generally requires from three 
to 
four weeks, 
sometimes 
a 
little 
longer, to grow 
accustomed to 
wearing contact lenses. 
Now. through a new method of 
polishing called the Con-Ush meth j 
od. the lenses are ground so that j 
they rest entirely upon the tear 
layer in each eye Since the edges j 
of the lenses no longer touch any 
part of the eye, the adaptation pe­ 


riod has been cut by 80 per cent, 
or to about one week or so. 
Moreover, there has been a new 
development in making prescrip 
lions for individual p a t i e n t s . 
Through a new combination cam ­ 
era and TV’ machine a perfect con­ 
tact lens curvature can be made. 
A special cam era takes a picture 
of the patient's eyes, the negative 
is developed within one minute, 
and it then flashes a perfect pre­ 
scription on a television screen in 
the laboratory. 
Thus, contact lenses often 
can 
be readied within 24 hours with 
only a minimum qr no adjustment 
at all required 
Of course contact lenses now 
also come as bifocals 
and 
even 
sun lenses 
Question and Answer 
N P : I have been 
nearsighted 
all my life, and have been wear­ 
ing glasses since 8 
I am now 23, and although the 
glasses help me see better, they 
have not improved my condition.

Integration — Good or Bad for Farmers?

Integration in bu siness refers to 
combining 
small 
u nits 
into one 
larger 
u nit 
u nd er pne 
m anage­ 
ment. There arc two ty pes (rf inte­ 
gration; Horizontal and Vertical. 
Horizontal Integration is the 
combination of businesses that 
are alike into one larger busi* 
ness. In farming this would be 
the case when two 
farms 
are 
combined 
under one 
manage* 
ment. 
Vertical Integration is the com­ 
bination or centralizing of two or 
mare of the v ariou s stages of pro- 
d isction, processing and marketing 
of a prod u ct u nd er one m anage­ 
ment. 
Vertical integration can be d one 
in three way s in farming: (I) By 
contract with the farm-operator, 
(2) By ex tend ing the 
farm-oper- 
ator's ownership and control ov er 
processing and d istribu tion, (3) By 
a processor or d istribu tor pu rchas­ 
ing and or renting land , hiring la­ 
bor and prov id ing 
eq u ipment 
or 
liv estock for prod u ction. 
A farm enterprise may be pa r­ 
tially integrated . For ex ample, a 
processor of broilers may contract 
with a farm er to hou se and feed 
the broilers. The 
processor 
may 
hav e no contract for retailing the 
finished prod u ct. The broiler 
en­ 
terprise would be completely inte­ 
grated Lf the processor owned and 
controlled 
m a i l ou tlets for 
the 
birds raised by farm ers u nd er con­ 
tract to the processor. 
V 
♦ 
¥ 
THE INTEGRATOR in v ertical 
Integration is the firm or agency 
where the management is central­ 
ized. The integrator contracts with 
others or assumes some degree of 
control ov er the other businesses. 
Any firm can be the integrator, in­ 
cluding the farmer. Some 
people 
think that farmers 
should 
giv e 
much more thought to how they 
can do more 
of the 
integrating 
through their own associations and 
organizations. 
Vertical integration centralizes, 
coordinates and unifies 
m anage­ 
ment. Instead of a number of sep­ 
arate farm ers, processors and oth­ 
er agencies, each making separate 
and often unrelated decisions 
as 
the product passes through 
their 
hands, integration coordinates 
all 
decisions 
toward 
getting 
a 
low 
cost, uniform quality 
product 
to 
the consumer at the right tim e. 
To some ex tent v ertical integra­ 
tion in agriculture is an ex tension 
of specialization. The 
integrator 
can 
specialize 
in 
management. 
This leav es the farmer free to spe­ 
cialize in such way s as (I) reduc­ 
ing the number of enterprises and 
ex panding the others, 
(2) 
using 
more efficient m a c h i n e r y and 
equipment, 
(3) 
using 
other im ­ 
prov ement techniques (perhaps to 
obtain ex pert ad v ice) and (4) or­ 
ganize 
his 
own work 
more 
ef­ 
ficiently . 
Today a farmer must hav e 
a 
U rge 
business 
and-or 
av ailable 
capital in most cases, if he is to be 
the integrator. When 
processing 
and distribution were sim ple 
and 
when the farmer purchased few 
supplies, he could easily be the in­ 
tegrator, managing the production, 
the processing and the marketing 
of it himself. 
One way for the sm all farmer 
lo participate as 
an 
integrator 
is to affiliate with other farmers 
or with processing and market­ 
ing firm s so that specialists in 
m anagem ent and technology can 
be employ ed. 
Vertical integration concentrates 
control, but may not giv e complete 
control of 
all of the product ev en 
in 
a 
small area. With 
a 
large 
amount of integration the nu m ber 
of buy ers and sellers could be re­ 
duced. Control resu lting from 
in­ 
tegration cou ld 
approach 
monop­ 
oly in a small area 
and 
society 
could be a f f e c t e d . Regu lations 
wou ld probably follow when and Lf 
integration resu lted in 
monopoly 
ad v ersely affecting the pu blic. 
The history of the d ev elopment 
of ou r economy , especially in re­ 
cent y ears, has fy een one of change. 
This inclu d es both farm and non­ 
farm occu pations. In an economic 
sy stem su ch as ou rs, there are con

1. PROCESSORS WANT A More I 
Uniform 
Su pply — Many of the I 
forces which hav e encou raged v e r - 1 
tical integration in farming 
hav e I 
come from non-farm ind u stry d e­ 
v eloping more efficient operations. 
For ex ample, 
su perm arkets 
get 
ample su pply of choice beef at cer­ 
tain seasons of the y ear, bu t r e la - ! 
liv ely light su pplies at other times, j 
If cattle feed ers wore u nd er con­ 
tract, arrangem ents cou ld be mad e 
for a continu ou s ample su pply of 
u niform grad e of beef to the 
re- | 
tailer. 
Some processors hav e a problem 
of assu ring su fficient su pply com ­ 
ing from areas ad jacent to their 
plants. Some processors are u sing 
the contract method of integration 
to get their su pplies of su gar beets, 
tomatoes, broilers, etc. 
Packing and processing 
plants 
freq u ently are faced with a prob­ 
lem of u nev en need for labor. For 
ex ample, if the 
p a c k e r hires 
enou gh labor to process m eat when 
m arket receipts are heav y , when 
the m arket receiv es little liv estock 
he mu st either cu rtail 
his labor 
force or else work them less than 
40 hou rs per week. This creates a 
labor problem for the packer since 
approx im ately 50 per cent of his 
ex penses are for labor.

Matsu Island 
Soldiers Live 
Beside Guns 


MATSU (A P) — They liv e be- 
side their guns, these nearly for­ 
gotten men of the offshore war. 
They are the 20,000 Nationalist 
soldiers on the Matsu Islands, all 
but ignored while world attention 
focuses on the Communist shell­ 
ing of the Quemoy s, 150 m iles to 
the south. 
But 
they 
maintain 
a 
24-hour 
standby 
alert, 
sleeping 
under­ 
ground a few feet from their artil­ 
lery pieces and machine guns. 
They liv e in an intricate sy stem 
of tunels, pillbox es and bunkers. 
Fortress Matsu is a four-square- 
mile beehiv e of subterranean forti­ 
fications carv ed largely by hand 
and chisel out of rock. The four 
other Nationalist outpost islands of 
the Matsu group are the sam e. 
They are strung from 3 to IO 
miles from the Communist main­ 
land. By Nationalist estim ate, 300 
Red gun em placem ents face them. 
Visitors inv ariably consider Mat­ 
su’s maze of tunels incredible. 
Heart of the Matsu com plex Is 
an underground cluster of concrete 
bunkers making up the Nationalist 
operations headquarters. Air, sea 
and nav al reports fund into the 
operations center, 
which 
directs 
the men at the gun em placem ents 
and reports to Nationalist head­ 
quarters on Formosa. 
Soldiers spend much of their day 
either underground at a battle sta­ 
tion or outside digging more forti­ 
fications and carv ing more roads. 
This work, largely by hand with 
only light equipment such as picks 
and shov els, has been going on 
for nine y ears. 
Lt. Gen. Ho chun, the jov ial, 
heav y -set Nationalist commander 
on Matsu, liv es in an underground 
bunker of fiv e rooms. He has no 
doubt that his men can repulse 
any inv asion attempt by the Com­ 
munists. 
“ They will be anihilated,” he 
say s of the Reds.

Integration--Good or Bad for Farmers?

Integration in business refers to 
combining 
small 
units 
into one 
larger 
unit 
under pm* 
manage­ 
ment. There are two types of inte­ 
gration Horizontal and V ertical, 
Horizontal 
Integration is the 
combination of businesses that 
are alike into one 
larger bush 
ness. In farming this would be 
the ra^e when two 
farms 
are 
combined 
under 
one 
m anage­ 
ment. 
Vertical Integration is the com­ 
bination or centralizing of two or 
mare of the various stages of pro­ 
duction, processing and marketing 
of a product under one manage­ 
ment. 
Vertical integration can be done 
in three ways in farming: (I) By 
contract w ith the farm -operator, 
(2) By extending 
the 
farm-oper­ 
ator’s ownership and control over 
processing and distribution, (3) By 
a processor or distributor p u r d a s-1 
mg and or renting land, hiring la­ 
bor and providing 
equipment 
or 
livestock for production. 
A farm enterprise may be par­ 
tially integrated. For example, a 
processor of broilers may contract 
with a farmer to house and feed 
the broilers. The 
processor may 
have no contract for retailing the 
finished product, The broiler en- i 
terprise would be completely inte­ 
grated if the processor owned and 
controlled 
retail outlets for the 
birds raised by farmers under con­ 
tract to the processor.

TUE INTEGRATOR in vertical 
Integration is the firm or agency j 
where the m anagement is central- j 
ized The integrator contracts with 
others or assumes some degree of 
control over the other businesses, j 
Any firm can be the integrator, in­ 
cluding the farm er. Some 
people 
think 
that 
farm ers 
should 
give 
much more thought to how they . 
can do more 
of the 
integrating 
through their own associations and 
organizations. 
Vertical integration centralizes, 
coordinates and unifies m anage­ 
ment. Instead of a num ber of sop- j 
arate farm ers, processors and oth­ 
er agencies, each making separate 
and often unrelated decisions 
as 
tile product passes through 
their 
hands, integration coordinates 
all 
decisions 
toward 
getting 
a 
low 
cost, uniform quality 
product 
to 
the consumer at the right time. 
To some extent vertical integra­ 
tion in agriculture is an extension 
of specialization. 
The 
integrator 
can 
specialize 
in 
management, j 
This leaves the farm er free to spe­ 
cialize in such ways as (I) reduc* j 
ing the number of enterprises and 
expanding the others, 
(2) 
using 
more efficient m a c h i n e r y and 
equipment, 
(3) 
using other im­ 
provement techniques (perhaps to 
obtain expert advice) and (4) or­ 
ganize his own work 
more 
ef 
fcciently. 
Today a farm er 
m ust have 
a 
large 
business 
and-or 
available 
capital in most cases, if he is to be 
the integrator. When 
processing 
and distribution were simple and 
when the farm er purchased few 
supplies, he could easily be the in­ 
tegrator, managing the production, 
the processing and the marketing 
of it himself. 
One way for the small farm er 
to participate as 
an 
integrator 
is to affiliate with other farm ers 
or with pro<vising and m arket­ 
ing firms so that specialists in 
management and technology can 
be enclosed. 
Vertical integration concentrates 
control, but may not give complete 
control of all of the product even 
in 
a 
small area. 
With a 
large 
amount of integration the number 
of buyers and sellers could be re­ 
duced. Control resulting from in­ 
tegration could 
approach monop­ 
oly rn a small area 
and 
society j 
could b e a f f e c t e d . Regulations 
would probably follow when and if 
integration resulted in monopoly 
adversely affecting the public. 
The history of the development 
of our economy, especially in re- J 
cent years, has fc*een one of change. 
This includes both farm and non­ 
farm occupations. In an economic 
system such as ours, there are con- j 
slant pressures to do things better. I

Matsu Island 
Soldiers Live 
Beside Guns 


MATSU (AP) — They live be­ 
side their guns, these nearly for­ 
gotten men of the offshore war. 
They are the 20.000 Nationalist 
soldiers on the Matsu Islands, all 
hut ignored while world attention 
focuses on the Communist shell­ 
ing of the Qucmoys, 150 miles to 
the south. 
But 
they 
maintain 
a 
24-hour 
standby 
alert, 
sleeping 
under­ 
ground a few feet from their artil­ 
lery pieces and machine guns. 
They live in an intricate system 
of tunels, pillboxes and bunkers. 
Fortress Matsu is a foursquare- 
mile beehive of subterranean forti­ 
fications carved largely by hand 
and chisel out of rock. The four 
other Nationalist outpost islands of 
the Matsu group are the same. 
They are strung from 3 to IO 
miles from the Communist main- I 
land. By Nationalist estimate, 300 
Red gun em placem ents face them. 
Visitors invariably consider Mat­ 
su’s maze of tunels incredible. 
Heart of the Matsu complex Is 
an underground cluster of concrete 
bunkers making up the Nationalist 
operations headquarters. Air. sea 
a n i naval reports fun*! Into the 
operations center, 
which 
directs 
the men at the gun em placements 
and reports to Nationalist head­ 
quarters on Formosa. 
Soldiers spend much of their day 
either underground at a battle sta­ 
tion or outside digging more forti­ 
fications and carving more roads. 
This work, largely by hand with 
only licht equipment such as picks 
and shovels, has been going on 
for nine years. 
Et. Gen. Ho chun, the jovial, 
heavy set Nationalist commander 
on Matsu, lives in an underground 
hunker of fixe rooms. He has no 
doubt that his men can repulse 
any invasion attem pt by the Com­ 
munists. 
"They will be anihilated,” he 
says of the Reds.

If there’s 
no space, y ou just double park — 
or triple park.

say s it hopes to change all that 
by installing parking meters in 
the downtown area. But snorted 
one motorist, a non-Japanese: 
“ If any body pay s any attention 
to them, it ll be the firest effective 
traffic law the city has ever had.” 
Driving in the Japanese capital 
is a horror The speed limit, os­ 
tensibly 
25 
m .p .h , is 
governed 
only by the top speed of the car. 
Tax i drivers — Japan ’s unguided 
ground-to-ground missiles — whip 
nonchalantly through red lights, 
and the unwritten rule is that the 
automobile which is passing has 
the right of way . Officially , traf 
fie drives on the left, but the us 
ual route is closer to dead center.
